”In 1894 when *the text of the 
manuscript ha dbeen dimmed by 
more than 50 years' exposure to 
ttght and its signatures damaged 


by too frequent rolling of the 
parchment, 
the 
document was 
placed in a safe in the State 
Department library. Finally, In 
1921, it was removed to the Li­ 
brary of Congress, where it is on 
permanent exhibition in a shrine 
specially constructed for its pre­ 
servation and safekeeping.” 
The Declaration of Independ­ 
ence was written in its original 
form by Thomas Jefferson, then 
33 years old, who later became the 
third president ot 
the United 
States The final Declaration as 
adopted by Congress differs only 
in details from Jefferson’s draft. 
The Encyclopaedia Brltannica 
describes Jefferson as a large­ 
boned. slim, erect man, six feet 
two inch» tall, with angular fea­ 
tures, a very ruddy complexion, 
sandy hair and hazel-flecked grey 
eye*.

• vmplex «is was his life in 
k.iv-ucts and incidents, it can be 
summed up in a single word: 
Freedom™ freedom in creed, gov­ 
ernment, thought and speech. ‘I 
have sworn,’ he wrote in 1800. 
upon the altar of God eternal 
hostuity against every form of 
tyranny over the mind of man.’” 
He died on the 50th anniver­ 
sary of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, July 4, 1826, on the 
same day as John Adams, another 
member of the five-man commit­ 
tee that had worked on the De­ 
claration. In the estimation of the 
Encyclopaedia Brltannica, the De- 
ciarattion of independence Is "the 
best known and the noblest of 
American State papers.”
